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THE FORTY-TWA IN ACTION. 

Graphic Account of tlio Storming 
of tho Sir-Gun Battery at Tol- 
ol-Zoolrfcy tho42ad High- 
landers. 

How the 42ml EI igli landers ch.-irgod at 
Ttil-el-Kobir is tukl in-.rattlilig style by a 
' noncommissioned officer of tliu -i2inl 
Highlanders in a vivacious letter to the 
Edinburgli " Daily Review." This re- 
markably lively and graphic letter was 
written at Belbois on September ICth, 
the Saturdny following the battle of Tel- 
el-Kebir: 

" The first who paw us nscond from the 
darkness to thu plateau in front of tho 
works Drod on us; then a pause, and '.mi- 
nion commenced to run towards them. 
Wo saw we were seen, so wo still thought 
to take them before they could man their 
guns. Wo fixed our bayonets and the 
sergeants their swords, and in about six 
seconds after tho first two shots wore fired 
Arabi*s artillery on the right and left, 
front and every direction opened at once, 
and the blaze of rifles was horrible. W'u 
were ordered to lie down, which we did. 
After the sharp run of fifty yards we wero 
all out of breath with the excitement and 
weight of our ammunition, which was 
very great. We lay about five or ten 
seconds, as tho foo could nut see us, and 
his fire was high. Then the men charged 
l>y no word of command, for none could 
be heard. The cheer that was given wan 
terrific The 42nd eharj»*d over the 
other fifty yards like tigers, sprung into 
the trenches while the bullets were whir- 
ring, whizzing and pinging like as many 
bees when thoy are casting. There is no 
nse trying to describe it, because it is 
simply indescribable: Had it not been 
that we ran forward fifty yards when first, 
we were sighted, not twenty of us would 
have boen left alive. Not a man flinched 
at the charge. The pipes struck up, 
while, all the time, as far as we could see 
to the front, right and left, was a sheet 
of Hume from tho enemy's rifles and can- 
non. . The first man who fell was a man 
of my' section, who was hit in the chest. 
He threw his ritlo in the air and fell back 
without a groan, quite dead, 

"The next i saw was hit on the leg, 
breaking his knee to pieces; another got 
his foot shot off; and altogether in the 
charge tho 42nd lost about six killed and 
twenty wounded, while there was not a 
man but was cut with shrapnel shell or 
canister. I, being pretty fleet of font, was 
among the first in the trench, which was 
a deep ditch about C feet wide and 8 feet 
deep, and all the earth thrown to the in- 
ward side, making a Wall of about 14. feet 
of earth to get up. Soon we wero in tho 
bottom, which wo managed by driving 
our bayonets into tho soil, and climbing 
up against a teriific scorni of bullets, tho 
din being terrific. Over a dozen of our 
men foil in the attempt, but at last we got 
a footing on tho top. Sergeant-Major 
McNeill, Lieutenant Dull' anil Lord Ken- 
nedy, myself and two men mounted, and 
stood calling on our men, McNeill shout- 
ing, 'Come on, Macgregor's men !' and 
the rest of us calling, 'Come on, the gal- 
lant Black Watch !' Then wo leapt down 
into the fort and T fired the first shot, for 
wo took the trenches at the point of the 
bayonet. It was at an officer who was 
leading on his men at us that 1 shot, and 
] killed him. Then the six of us charged 
along the trench, which was swarming 
with them, Lord Kennedy spitting them 
at a terrific pace. Our sudden onslaught 
cleared about twenty yards, which al- 
lowed our men more freedom to get over. 
Then up thoy came in swarms, wheeling 
part to the right and part to the left, 
bayoneting nr shooting every man. Ser- 
geant-Major McNeil, who was the finest 
soldier in the regiment, ran his sword 
through aixjn rapid succession, when ho 
got wounded i|i thp thigh. [ shot tho 
jnan with a revolver who did it. McNeil 
fell; but rose and lot, on for a minute, but 
got shot again in the stomach and groin, 
and fell fatally wounded, and he is now 
dead. Wo had by this time got reinforce- 
ments, ind charged on at a six-gun bat- 
tery which was mowing down the 74th 
Highlanders. We took it and bayon- 
eted over one hundred men, who do- 
fended themselves well, and killed Lieu- 
tenant Parks and wounded Sergeant 
Walker and Sergeant Campbell, and 
killed two men and wounded five. Thoy 
were only twenty-five of us there, and 
three minutes did it all: 

" Wo captured six guns (cannon) and 
200 rifles and swords. The other part of 
the regiment, along with scfnlo men of 
other rcginionts, charged redoubts on the 
left, while the- main body proceeded 
straight through the fortress, bayoneting 
scoreB of men, who wero now beginning 
to (ly. We had soino gcocl practice shoot- 
jng at the second line of entrenchments. 
Tho cnopiy wp (Irpvo from tho first line 
fled to the second and) played terrific 
havoc among the Highland Brigade, which 
were al! now in the center of the place. 
All tjiis time batteries were sending shut 
and slioll and bullets as thick as hail. I 
am sure there was some enchantment, or 
wo must all have been shot, Arabi'a 
forces were about three to one — thoy bo- 
hind earthworks, out of sight, and we in 
a plain firing up to them, Wo were fall- 
ing thick and fast, especially tho 74th, 
which was furthost away. As the oneiny 
fired high they got the most of it. My 
bull-pouch was struck, bursting four 
rounds of ammunition which were in it, 
and burning fie slightly.' ' Almost' at tho 
same tinio a Tilth man was struck in front 
of mo, his brains being blown all over 
nie. ' This will never do,' said Lord 
Senuody, who was with me; 'C Company, 
follow mo,' and off wo went. It was now 
us/light, and we could just see their 



heads and rifles over the batterios. Not i 
a shot was fired, not a word spoken; 1 
while we opened in looso order, brought i 
our bayonets to tho charge, gave' a 'High- 
land cheer and at them we went. While 
their fire was blinding us wo bayoneted | 
sixty men there and reversed their can- 
noil and fired on thomsolves. The fight 
was going on hard at other places' »3 well. , 
Arabi had a line of entrenchments sovon i 
miles long, with nearly oig'ity cu'.inon, ; 
and it is supposed with nearly 25,000 men, 
all with rifles as good as our owu and ! 
splendid swords, instead of bayonets, ! 
which fix on thoir rifles. I could scarcely 
describe tho rest of it. Our artillery and j 
cavalry, which followed us, had filled in I 
part of tho trenoh, and now came gallop, j 
ing up into the fort. We gave them a J 
deafening cheer, which they returned, ; 
galloped in front of Lis, wheeled about 
the guns, and poured grape, shot and ; 
shell after the now retreating army, we \ 
ourselves picking them off like rabbits." : 

Tono.vro, Nov. 27. — Almost a panic 
occurred on Saturday from tho decline in 
bank stocks on account of tho recently 
discovered irregularities. Shares of the 
Canada Northwest Land Company, or as 
it is called here, " Tho D jke of Manches- 
ter-Company,'' declined fifty-two shil- 
lings. Losses by this doclino fall heavily 
on the innocent holders, and many may 
lose their all. The causes to which this 
decline is attributed are numerous. Tho 
immediate one was undoubtedly tho Nor- 
thern Pacific railroad company's circular 
issued in England offering three million 
acres of superior land at a low price and 
on oaBy terms. 

The Canadian Northwest Land Com- 
pany was formed only last summer with 
a capital of £3,000,000 for the purpoBo of 
buying 5,000,000 acres from the Canadian 
Pacific railway company. Among the di- 
rectors are the Dilke of Manchester, Lord 
Elphinstone, Sir Goorgo Warrendor and 
Sir Rowland Rlennerhassott. Thu Duke 
was elected chairman of the board, but 
only acted ill that, capacity for a short 
time. The cause of his resignation is not 
generally known. Petitions have been, 
sent to tho minister of finance asking him 
tn restrict tho speculative naturo'of busi- 
ness done by some of our banks. 

St. Johns. N. B., Nov. 25.— -Tho en- 
gine of a working train ran into the 1'till- 
man car of a train bound from Quebec to 
St. Johns • this morning. Tho engine 
wont a quarter of the way through the 
Pullman. No passengers wore hurt. 
The driver, fireman and brakeman on the 
engine were badly scalded. One died 
and the other two are not expected to 
live. - - - : 



Eastern States. 

Milwaikek, Nov. 25.-- -Tho steamer j 
Wisconsin, which arrived to-day, picked 
up three men in the middle of the lake, ' 
the hist survivors of the wrecked schooner j 
Collingwood, whoso , captain, Milletts, 
went down with a man he was trying to 
save. 

Steward Jacobs frnzo to death and was i 
washed oft' a piece of wreckage, on which 
the others floated until rescued. They 
were 30 hours without food. Three j 
others of the crew are missing, 

Snow fell quite generally yesterday in j 
the northwest, from four tto six inches ; 
deep. It is cool and threatening a fur- 
ther fall to-day. Trains are not delayed 
on any of the roads. 

Cheboygan, Nov. 27. • -Tor inches of 
snow foil here last night. 

Chicago, Nov. 26.— An iJ'.na Green, 
Ind., special says: La-: night, Mr. T. 
Smails, a merchant, was awakened by the 
ringing of the telephone, connecting his 
house and store. He arose and went to 
tho store, whero he found burglars at 
,work. He exchanged shots with them 
and drove them off. They had blown 
open the safe and the detonation caused 
tho telephone to ring.

Tho lengthy police court case yesterday 
between Cupt. Moore and tho acting in- 
Bpecjfcpr of boilers brings tho subject of 
steamboats pvomiiiently before the public. 
That it 'is one of vital importance all will 
admit. JSot only the travelling portion 
of the community, but the non-travelling 
part of it nro interested in the safety rind 

therefore, may be the upshot of tho in- 
vestigation now going on bofore Hon. A. 
F. Pemberton and J. A. McMillan, Esq., 
the acting inspector has done good Bor- 
neo in calling attention to a matter that 
for some time past lias moro or less occu- 
pied tho public mind. As was said yes- 
terday the proceedings against the steam- 
er Western Slope wore instituted ns a 
tost caso, and that vessel was attached 
simply because, in tho opinion of the in- 
wpector, alio is in greater disrepair just at 
present, and more actively employed, 
than Homo other steamers. Thoro is but 
little doubt that other Bteameni in these 
waters are sadly ■ behind the statutory 
conditions rerjuirod by Act of Parliament, 
and when it is found that the statute can- 
not be ignored with impunity, a decided 
improvement will be effected not only in 
tho stato of boilers and machinery, but 
in general equipment. For many years 
past this province has .enjoyed a wonder- 
ful immunity from steamboat disasters. 
Scarcely a life has "been lost during the 
last twenty years from oxplosions and 
other causes, on tho extensive inland wa- 
ter stretches by which wo are surrounded, 
flowover much cause for gratulation 
there may bo in this fact, it will never do 
to.iillow steainboat owners to jeopardize 
tho lives not only of officers and crews, 
hut the numerous passongorB who for 
business or ploasure travel on their ves- 
sels. It is well known that whore a large 
nunibor of years pass over • without a se- 
rious accident, there is a tendoncy to 
lapso into 'carelessness; and then whon 
this stato of supposed security is rudoly 
and ' fatally checked, pooplo wonder that 
disaster and loss of life did not occur be- 
fore. Tlie old adage that " prevention-is 
better than euro," is too often lost sight 
of, and while there ought to be a feeling 
of "thankfulness that so fow lives have 
been, lost through accident to Rritiah Col- 
umbia steamboats, yet that should in no 
way detor a rigid and impartial onquiry 
into the seaworthiness and equipments 
of every vessel belonging to our [sorts. 
Not only should steamboats and the com- 
pliance by tho . owners with tho law be 
closely looked into and enforced; but tho 
questioh of forwarding dangerous explos- 
ives by water and on land calls loudly for 
epquiry and improvement. It is almost 
beyond belief that so much carolessness 
should. exist, and so much callousness to 
danger, as are apparent in the hand- 
ling and conv.eyanco of powder und dyna- 
mite from this city to Yale and thence 
along tho wagon road to where it is used 
on railroad works. Only a few days ago 
u respectable, well educated settlor in the 
upper country, and the father of a family 
was blown into eternity, and hisson terribly 
injured by the explosion of sovoral tons 
of powder inirwisictwbetweeii Yale and 
Lyttpri. Thoro must bo great culpability 
somewhere, oither in tho original packing 
or in handling afterwards, oraucha catas- 
trophe could not have happened. With 
packages constantly leaking, as is said to 
have buen tho case, the wonder, is that 
fatal accidents havo not been the rule 
rather than the exception. A leaky tin, 
it heavy load, a rough roadand what more 
favorable conditions for disaster and 
death can ho imagined. Not long before 
poor Mr. Jones met his fate, another 
teamster found, to use his own expres- 
sion, "'a bucket of powder in the bottom 
of-his wagon" that had leaked out. This 
subjoct also requires investigation with a 
view. to remedial measures being adopted 
so as to prevent a recurrence of such 
catastrophes. If there are no regulations 
on tho statuto book of the Dominion the 
sooner such are placed upon it tho better, 
and 13. 0. members would do woll to sou 
that something effectual is done before 
tho close of -the approaching session of 
parliament. Human life ought not to be 
hold so cheaply. British Columbia can- 
not afford to lose valuable citizens to say 
nothing of those who if not belonging to 
the Caucasian raco are at least human, 
and as such should be guarded from dan- 
ger and from- death as much as possible. 
Now that the ball has been sot rolling in 
one direction it ought not to bo aliowod 
to Btop till steamboats are made safer, 
the conveyance of dangerous explosives 
more secure, and sundry other matters 
pertaining to tho carrying trado and rail- 
road construction, put on abetter footing.

— Pakinnarau, the natives call it- — is as 
healthy ns any other part of the island. 
So far from finding heaps of carcasses 
strewn about the vale, he did not sec as 
much as a dead fly within its precincts. 
He entered the valley against the earnoat 
protest of his guides, who assured him 
that it was cortain death to venture into 
it; but after traversing it in every direc- 
tion, he returned to his party none tho 
worso for his venture, and without find- 
ing a singlo bono or detecting the least 
unpleasant odor.

The chief of police ut Victoria has writ- 
ten to Chief Woolory, of tin's city, that 
two young fellows, recently from Seattle, 
have been arrested at that place, charged 
with selling stolen property, When or- 
restod one of the boys gave his name as 
Treat, and said he had a father living in 
.Seattle, and the other stated his name as 
Ludlow, and said he had no parents on 
earth. The articles they were attempting 
to sell consisted of gold spectacles, a gold 
reading glass, gold locket, and chain, sil- 
ver watch and a. pistol or two. Ho said 
the boys were both opium fiends and 
should bo looked after. It will be re- 
membered that last week Chief Woolery 
arrested three young fellows for opium 
smoking. One was named Treat, another 
Larry Kimberling, and a third named 
Smith. The first, two were let out under 
fifty dollars bonds each by Justice Ciinn, 
for their appearance. Treat's father who 
is quite a respectable, hard-working gen- 
tleman, wont liis bond, and young Kitn- 
berling's brother signed for him. . This 
was on Saturday. Beford Monday morn- 
ing the young fellows Treat and lumber- 
ling had jumped their bad and skipped to 
Victoria. It now transpires that they 
were guilty of no less than two burglaries 
and two larcenies before thoy left. On 
Sunday in broad day light the resilience 
of Rev. J. V. Ludlow was entered and 
the very articles these young fellows aro 
arrested for trying to dispose of in Vic- 
toria wero taken therefrom. The gold 
spaetacles'have Mr. Ludlow's name en- 
graved on them, anil the locket, which 
was a present to Miss Ludlow, from her 
grandmother, had her initials engraved 
thereon. One of the watches and the 
reading glass also belonged to Mr. Lud- 
low. It seems young Kimberling, in 
order to make the thing look all right, 
assumed the name of Ludlow. Chief 
Woolery will probably go to Victoria and 
bring the offenders as well as the stolon 
property back.

STEAMBOAT IJMI'KCTrON ACT. 

J. E. McMillan, Esq., J. P., then took 
»seat on the Bench. 

Tho case of Wm. Moore, summoned by 
Mr. Gray, steamboat inspbetor, for a 
breach of the ateamboat Inspection Act, 
was proceeded with. 

Mr, Pollard appeared for the Domin- 
ion government, and Air. Theo, Davio 
for tho defendant. 

Mr. Davie said in the absence of Capt. 
Moore he was almost in the dark as to 

con- 



tho case. There woro many t 
corning which Mr. Mooro would be able 
to give information, and tho charge- was 
both a novel and serious one. 

Mr. Pollard contended that Mr. Moore 
ought to have ohoyed tho summons and 
that ho should not be allowed to Infringe 
the law and treat tho court with contempt 
as the matter was one which affected both 
tho safety of passengors and freight 

His honor remarked there were two 
charges, the first being for running the 
boat with an engineer who had no license. 

Mr. Davie contendod there wore other 
boats no better oquippod than the Slope 
and that men foil overbonrd and were 
drowned becauso they had no boats. 

His honor said he wanted it shown by 
what authority licenses to ougineora were 
issued. ■ - 

Mr. Pollard urged that certificates and 
license wore synonymous terms. 

Officer Hough being called, briolly tes- 
tified as to the serving of tho summonses 
on Oapt. Moore on tho evening of the 
23rd inst. 

Considerable discussion as to tho pow- 
ers and penalties under tho net ensued, 
his honor still enquiring after the author- 
ity to issue licouses to engineers, and 
contending that certificate and liconse 
wore not synonymous. 

Mr. Davie said that tho inspector was 
no doubt doing his duty, but if he would 
go on board the Slope ho would find 
everything done that he had ordered. 
On the 15th November he sent a lotter 
to Mr. Mooro, complaining that there 
was — 1st, no licensed engineer; 2nd, only 
J boats, two without oars; rail on lower 
dock defective, only 1 lire extinguisher, 
only 5 fire buckets; another injector or 
pump wanted for boiler; safety valve 
rusted and sails not in order. If any- 
thing further was wanted it would ho 
done at once, as Mr. Mooro had no wish 
to evade the law, 

Mr. Pollaid asked that Mr. Gray's 
evidence be taken. 

Andrew J. Gray, sworn — I was on 
board the said boat at Burrard Inlet pu 
the 13th Nov. The boat' left on tho 13th 
for Now Westminster, and from there to 
Victoria on the following day. I wont 
on her as a passenger. From Burrard 
Inlet to New Westminster the engineer 
was Joe Piscarro, a half breed. This en- 
gineer wa3 on his fourth trip to Victoria 
as engineer in . charge. On that day ho 
had no liconse, and l ean find no trace of 
him ever having had ono. I have tho 
inspector's book, a record of tho certifi- 
cates granted, by ' the chairman; of tho 
board of steamboat inspection of Toronto. 

Mr. Davie urged the book ought to bo 
produced as the best evidence. 

Witness continued— I nskod tho man if 
ho had a license, or certificate as an engi- 
neer. He and he had none.' Captain 
Moore, who was .asked first, said the 
samo. Thero was a good deal of conver- 
sation about what was needed. Moore 
said he had run four I "ipa with this en- 
gineer, that he had triod to got a licensed 
one, but had been unable. The tonnage 
[gross] of tho Western Slofe : s i,3l.59 
tons. The registered tc.inngo isT'j0;25 
tons. When J arrived in Victoria I no- 
tified him in writing next day. I fur- 
nished all steamboat owners and captains 
with a copy of tho Steamboat Inspection 
Act of 1832. I gave a notice to the cus- 
tom house not to clear the boat, until I 
had inspected her. 

Mr. Davie declined to cross-examine 
the witness. 

To His Honor. I cannot see any dif- 
ference betwoen a licenso and certificate. 
A man must apply to the board hero and 
undergo examination. No application 
was made by Piscarro for a certificate or 
license, lam tho" acting steamboat in- 
spector for tho province. I am appoint- 
ed under section 8, sub-s> c! ion 3, I am 
acting steamboat inspect- under in- 
structions from tho chairman. 'Miave 
taken no oath of office, I have passed no 
examination under the act, sub-section 3 
of section 7 . 

His Honor— Show mo tho other infor- 
mation. 

His Honor said ho had some doubts as 
to tho powers of tho acting inspoctor ho 
not having taken the oath. 

Mr. Davio oon tended Bis Honor had 
no jurisdiction unless it was given him by 
some statute, and that Mr. Gray waB not 
really the inspoctor alluded to in tho act. 

Mr. Pollard showed from various au- 
thorities that Mr. Gray was legally ap- 
pointed. 

Capt. Rev ely sworn — I am agent for 
marine and fisheries for this province, I 
know Andrew Gray. Hois steamboat 
inspector for tho whole of the province of 
British Columbia and also hull inspector. 
He was appointed as such by tho ministor 
of marine and fisheries. Mr, Wostgarth 
sent in his resignation, and Mr. Gray 
applied for the position and I lot him 
have it, subject to tho approval of tho 
minister at Ottawa. I telegraphod to Ot- 
tawa stating that Mr. Westgarth had re- 
signed and that Mr. Cray had been ap- 
pointed by me. I produced tho lotter 
appointing him by deputy minister 
Smith, stating that Mr. Gray might in- 
spect steamers at 84 a day. There wero 
also other letters. I replied that it 
would bo better for Mr." Gray to bo 
paid monthly and that was also con- 
ceded. Ho was appointod on tho 1st 
August. Hon. J. W. McLollun is the 
minister of marino and. fisheries. 

Mr. Pollard— Giay was not appointed 
under Hub act but under tlio proviouaono 
but ho would continue 

His honor said he;was in doubt as to 
the authority by. which licenses wero is- 
sued and the inspector appointed. \ . 

Mr. Andrew Gray recalled; said I pro- 
duco tho steamboat inspection act and 
ruUiB made there under, on page 32 rules 
for guidance'of inspectors of steamhoatB 
examining engineers for 3rd clan also re- 



garding the appointment of certificates. 

Mr. Davie contended there was no rulo 
under the act as to licenses. 

Witness then proceeded to read from 
the rules how the liconse can be rovoked. 
Tho certificate was the license in my 
opinion, if a man has a certificate ho is 
licensed to act as engineer. 

Mr. Davie contendod no authority had 
been shown by which licenses were 
granted. 

His honor said before going into the 
other case he wished to give the prosecu- 
tion time to look into matter, so that the 
question might be thoroughly gone into. 

After come discussion it v.as agreed to 
tako tho evidence of Mr. Gray in tho 
second case which charged deficiency in 
general equipment. 

Andrew J. Gray, sworn —I know tho 
steamer Western Slope registered in Vic- 
toria, her captain Wm. Mooro is defend- 
ant. I was aboard the 13th and 14th 
inst. from Burrard Inlet to New West- 
minster to Victoria; sho wont by tho 
north arui of tho Fraser. Part of tho 
way was on tho Gulf of Georgia. On the 
14th Bhe left New Westminster and 
crossed tho gulf to Victoria; as inspector 
I pointed out whore the equipments were 
short. She had three boats, only ono 
had ours. Tho boats wero not hung in 
tho davits, nor had lines or blocks at- 
tached for slinging. The davits on ono 
side only were tit to uso, and they had ho 
blocks. They wore fitted after the boat 
left Westminster, Tho other two davits 
wore useless. Sho had throo boats when 
shu ought to have had four. I also point- 
ed out t!,.j rail on the passongor 
upper deck broken mid tied up with 
string. One boat was lashed on the hog- 
fraine, without oars, the other two wero 
on the passenger 1 duck near tho davit*. 
On one side the davits were knocked 
down I saw neither rowlocks nor oars 
'The Keats in the life boat wero rotting. 
As to tho othor boats I could not say any- 
thing. Thero was only one old Babcock 
(ire extinguisher on board, and that was 
no good; I found 5 lire buckets without 
water in them. Tho law calls for 25; the 
sails woro not riggod for instant use; I am 
not a sailor; I triod locked safety valve to 
see if it would work; it was rusted up and 
would not go off. There was only ono 
pump capable of feeding the boiler on 
board. The law calls for two, I pointed 
out those dofects to Capt. Mooro; I noti- 
fied him in writing and got some coiiHid- 
able abuse. I carriod tho notice and 
gave it to his son; 'I wanted to test thn 
boiler, becauso Piscarro had boon putting 
tubes in, and there wero also small cracks 
in' the furnace'; the boiler was not safe 
with the safety valvo rusted up; I told 
him to make the alterations and I would 
inspect the boat; a few days after having 
made a trip in defiance of mo and with- 
out a clearance, he came and reported ho 
had complied with all requirements, and 
asked me to inspect tho steamer. After 
inspecting the steamer I pointed out 
some little dofects which ho said ho would 
repair; I then cancelled tho ordor for 
detention in the custom house; I am act- 
ing steamboat inspector under authority 
of Capt. Revely agent for tho department 
of marine and fisheries; I produced a 
document from tho chairman of the board 
showing I am acting with his know- 
ledge. 

To .Mr. Davio — I gave directions on all 
boats where I found there woro deficien- 
cies and in such cases they were notified, 
and 1 presume they supplied them; I 
simply took tho worst case. 

Mr. Davie said there would probably 
bo considorablo argument as to the ap- 
pointment of tho inspector. 

The case was then adjourned till Wod- 
uusdny. 

The Government Telojfraph. 

: LPoit-lntelllteneer.] 
Tho line of telegraph building by tho 
U.S. government down tho Straits of Fu- 
ca follows tho beach from Port Angeles, 
and it is now at Crescent Bay. The work 
is under the chargo of Lieut. Pickering, 
under wh<>ni is a squad of fourteen men. 
They will finish their disk in February or 
March. The stations or offices on tile 
line will bo at Port Angeles, Crescent 
Bay, Pysht, Noah Bay and Tatoosh isl- 
and. The latter is the rock upon which 
the famous Tatooch light and fog signal 
signal are located. It covers an area of 
seventeen acres, It is not all barren by 
any means, but on the contrary there is 
fine grass on its surfneo, a hundred feet 
above the sea lovol. Tho three lighf- 
kuepors— Messrs. Sampson, Draper and 
Fonda— think it a charming place. They 
are comfortably quarterod, have cows, 
sheep and chickens, while they are vis- 
ited by any numbor of wild fowl, Indians 
and occasionally white men and women. 
Last July theso men thought for a mo- 
ment that thoy woro to have a wrecked 
Bfeamship on thoir hands. The Hylton 
Castlo came within sixty feet of them, ro 
close in fact that she touched and knock- 
ed off two blades of her propeller. On 
this island will probably bo placed a. sig- 
nal service station, with throo attaches. 
They will have the most important office 
<>n the lino, and from them will come 
weather reports and shipping news. This 
line of telegraph will bo far from self- 
supporting, in a pecuniary sense, but it 
will bo of a great deal of good to tho peo- 
ple of this coast.

A Dublin Dotoctivo and His Assassin 
Mortally "Wounded. 

Sharp Fighting. 

Duiilin, Nov. 20. — A detective named 
Cox wns shot at 11:30 last night in Mid- 
dle Abbey street. Another detective 
named Eastwood shot Cox's assailant. 
Both wounded men were taken to the 
hospital, whore Cox diod. • Eastwood, Cox 
and another 'detective were together on 
special duty in the neighborhood of Sack- 
villo street, watching a party of men sus- 
pected of being fonians. Four shots wore 
fired at tho officers, one of them wound- 
ing Cox. Eastwood pursued the man who 
fired the revolver and shot him in tho 
head, arm and hand. The man is not 
expected to recover. He was among a 
group of ten men, one of whom sought, to 
hurry the murderer away ami was cap- 
tured by a soldier of the rifle brigade, 
who drew his bayonet and threatciud to 
run him through if he did not surrender. 
Cox was 30- years old, and his assassin", 
whoso name is Christopher Downing, i3 
of about the .same age. A third man of 
tho party is also in custody. The men had 
just come out of a public house frequent- 
ed by Fenians. 

It is stated that ono of the detectives 
fired at last night in Middle Abbey street 
was previously warned that if ho left the 
police offico hu would bo shot. Cox's as- 
sassin has six bullet wounds— two in the | 
head, ono in the right shoulder, ono in 
the neck and two in the wrist. There 
was a lively exchange of shots for a fow 
seconds botweon the officers and men. 
Dowling, or Dolan, the murderer of Du- 
teetive Co.x, is a brass-filer in Cross Kei- 
sin street. Ono of two other men taken 
last night, named Devino, was released 
from prison only a fow months ago, after 
having served a term of two years for 
burglary. He is known na "Bully" at 
disreputable houses hero. Whon arrested 
he had two revolvers in his breast pocket 
and eighteen rounds of ammunition. The 
detectives had boon on duty all the even- 
ing. At about half past ten they noticed 
thirty

sidowalk, leaving a party id" fen, with 
whom the detectives had the encounter. 
Tho officers crossed the street and Cox 
approached Dolan, whom he suspected ■ i 
having arms in his possession. As I ho 
detective iieared tho group the men .shout- 
ed, " Now fire!" and Dolan immediately 
discharged his revolver. Eastwood ran 
toward Dolan and after wounding hi in 
wrenched the revolver from his grasp 
Meanwhile another of tho party tired 
twice at Eastwood, one bullet penetrating 
tho latter's hat. Dcvine knocked East- 
wood down and was about to draw a re- 
volver to shoot him when ho was seized 
by a constable on one sidu and a soldier 
on the other. Tho soldier 

DREW A SWORD— BAYON 1ST 
and held it across Devine's throat, threat- 
ening to kill him instantly- if ho moved. 
A voice in tho crowd shouted, " Shoot tho 
soldier!" Matters appeared threatening 
at this juncture, but the police confronted 
the crowd with revolvers and threatened 
tj firo. This action of the police and the 
brandishing of tho. sword by the soldier, 
caused tho crowd to keep back until Cox 
and tho prisoners wero carried away. Do- 
lan is in the hospital and not expected to 
live. Ho says he and tho party he was 
with are all good men, and he does not 
care if ho dies. Tho. police state a whis- 
tle was blown as thoy approached the 
group, and tho word to firo repeated three 
time. Another constable also says East- 
wood

firing two shots at Dolan and three ut 
others of the party. Dolan lives close to 
wdioro the fonian armory was recoutly dis- 
covered. Tho police at 2 this morning 
broke into the house of Wm. Woodward, 
an organ builder, on Cuffe street, and ar- 
rested him on the charge of being con- 
nected with tho murder of Detoctivc Cox. 
Woodward had been imprisoned under 
tho coercion act on suspicion of being 
concerned with the murder of Informer 
Bailoy. The police expected to break in 
other houses during tho night. A mob 
followed tho cab in which tho detectives 
were conveying Cox to the hospital and 
fearing an attack, tho officers presented 
revolvers) out of JIjoj windows qf the cab 
and reached tho hospital in safety.

More than once legitimate opportunities 
for conflicts which ought to have over- 
thrown tho ministry or inflicted great 
damages on it, were allowed to pass. Tho 
vitality of the party was not to bo esti- 
mated by great 'speeches in tho country 
but by action in parliament. 

Paris, Nov. 20. — Tho Unioii publishes 
a pontifical circular, issued in connection 
with the action of Signour Martinacia, 
against the- Papal Major Doniott, before 
the act of appeal which confirmed tho de- 
cision of tht court of first instance, that 
the jurisdiction of Palian tribunals ex- 
tended within the walls of the Vatican. 
The circular declares the Keiitenco of the 
Roman tribunal is in violation of the ex- 
tra territorial character of the Vatican 
and an insult to the pope. • 

Bi'fii.vni'.ST, Nov. 20.— In deputies, 
Cognalfceaiis raised a question of succes- 
sion to the throne. The president of the 
council replied tho question had beon set- 
tled, as Prince Leopold, of Hnhonzollern, 
had renounced his rights to tho crown of 
Roumania in favor of his oldost son. The 
latter, he said, would shortly take up his 
residence in Roumania. 

Constantinople, Nov. 20. — In conse- 
quence of the representations of tho pow- 
ers Montenegro is disposed to accept a 
compromise with tho porte, namely, tho 
cession by Turkey of half the Kolatchen 
district, instead of tho whole as at first 
demanded by Montenegro,

attended with extraordinary precaution. 
Police woro posted every six yards, di- 
vortiks massed at the corncrof each street 
and soldiers drawn up outside tho bar- 
racks. 

— Traffic on tho 
Odonwala railway is intorruptod between 
Erbach and Eberbach. owing to tho burst- 
ing of a dam by the rains. The Rhino 
litis risen rapidly, and railway service on 
its banks is suspended.

Tho Lahn has risen above its 
banka, flooding tho district, and tho Lim- 
hurg, Main and Neckar aro also rising.
